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‘RADIO AND ITS USES 


The first wonder of ‘wireless tele 
phony fs now becoming exhausted. So 
many people have wireless sets of 
their own, or can use those of their 
friends from time ito ‘time, that 
Qistemiing-in fis mio longer the lfascinat- 
fmg novelty it nvas at first. It re- 
mains nevertheless one of the great- 
est wonders ithat science has yet 
brought to the knowledge of mankind. 
That tthe feeble human voice with its 
matural ramge to humian ears of a few 
hundred yards should be heard at 
distances of hundreds and even 
thousands of miles is a thimg marvel- 
fous to a degree. f 

‘Sotar the use of broadcasting sets 
has been somewhat limited. The 
average listenerin hears songs and 
musical pieces of very varying qual- 
ity with occasfonal short lectures and 
speeches. As far as music ils comicern- 
ed, that which i heard overithe radio 
fy mot as a rule equal to good grama- 
phone records, and often is much in- 
fertor. It ts very wonkerful 'to sit in 
Red Deer amd listen to the voice of 
bomeone iin Mexico, but if the someone 
is merely singing “It Ain’t Going to 
Rain No “More,” ome’s wonder is 
tempered by a feeling of ‘boredom. 
if the gemtlemian in Mexico woulld 
only give a vivid account of the 
faltestt revolution ‘them in progress 
how much more ‘interesting it would 
be. Again fancy the excitement 
among the Jadiies of Red Deer if the 
radio gave a really expart description 
of the dresses worm that afternoon 
by New York’s Four Hundred or ‘the 
Toronto Smart Set. Similarly, if the 
Vancouver radio in Winter could en- 
able us in Sunny Alberta to listen to 
the hiiss: ‘anid dmip of the rafin and the 
coughing off the fog-haunmted Van- 
couverites, how much more cheerful 
we should fell. We might in return 
let them hear the creaking of our 
sidewalks when itt is 40 below zero, 
and then they too would be pleased 
with their chimate. 

It has recently been suggested that 
the radioisto be used to keep the tur 
traders in the lonely distamt northern 
posits in touch with the markets and 
the ruling prices 'as well as with the 
general) news ‘of the world. That is 
an admirable suggestion. We our 
selves some time ago suggested that 
radio 'might be used to keep remote 
districts, who have no telephones, in 
touch witth the nearest centre where 
a dodtior lived, and so time might be 


saved im (dircumstances when time 
means life or death. 
"What is wanted im tthe use of 


yadio is more imagination amd more 
ore ntzatiion. The present stage of 
the broudicastiing indubitry fs no doubt 
an experimental, one, but it seems Lo 
be rather lacking in ideas. Imagin- 
ation is neeled in siclentce ‘almost 
mre than in ‘any other sphere. The 
radio people should set thelr imag: 
jnation to work forthwith.

Others hold thlat it dates trom the 
great Taiping Rebellion, and others 
againtsay that it is not more thian fifty 
years ald. It is forbidden by law in 
Chine, presumably because of the 
gambling and time wasting, for which 
it cam be mide the vehicle, but no- 
body im China pays the smallest at- 
tention to thils particular law any 
more than they do to the opium pro- 
hibition Jaws. The Uniited States 


seems to have been the first Western 


nation 'to take up the game, which ts 


natural im view of the numibers of 


Chinese amd Japanese in the States. 


It) has reached Great Britain anid is 


bedoming popular there too. It is 
now being played in our own city, and 
we have theard ‘triumphant accounts 
of great sores made in tthe game, 
and mysterious romantic references 


to the “Bast Wind’ and such poetic 


figures. 

At present there fs consider- 
able uncentainity as to 'the rules of the 
gamed. Quite a few ibookis have been 
lately pulbbdished om tthe subject, and 
none of them seem to agree exactly 
as to the rules. The game ts intricate 
enough to make possible variationis: in 
the rules, amid these vairiations will 
continue until the giamg has become 
sufficiently established to admit of or- 
ganizations: being formed im onder to 
standardise the rules.

Golf allone his done the utmost good 
by inducing elderly men tio spend 
hours walking purposefully in , the 
open air over more ‘or ‘tess , rough 
ground, when ‘otherwise they would 
be loafing in clubs or driving about in 
motor cars. In the case of indoor se- 
dentary games, the more demand 
they make on ‘the imteliect, the bet*er 
they are likely to be, and in this re- 
spect Mah Jong certainly seems snu- 
perior (to bridge, which hla\s  diisltitnct 
Yimitations, as is evidenced by ‘the 
frequent supremacy im ibtiidge playing 
pkil of persons of wholly mediocre 
imtelligence. It is possible that the 
reign of Mah Jong will be brief, as 
jthe reign of such games as Ping (Pong 
was. Of ft really does demand w con- 
siderable amount of ‘intelligent think- 
dng, ib is centainly not flikely to be 
popular for long wilth fange numbers 
of social) (butterflies, anicientt or mod- 
em.

dating balck to the close of the war 
and nothing dike wp to date. Ameri- 
cam papers are demanding an imtellt- 
gible explanation ‘of what has become 
of (the miomey voted! for and nominblly 
spemtt on the alir service. Wha'tever 
has become ‘of ft? Iti does not Seem 
to have produced aeroplanes. 

Attention thas not been called lately 
to the state of ‘the army, bul alll ‘the 
indications are that the same thing 
applies. The army anid its onganiza- 
tion gxist malinly om papen only. 

The average Ameridan is supremely 
inklifferenit 'to alli thits. He is angry at 
the waste of money. More angry 
SM (thialt he himiselif has not gob a 
share of tthe millions ‘wasited, but as 
to ‘the acthuall work of bills army, navy 
and air force, he dodsn*tin the very 
least care. He seems to pride thim- 
self on being swperior to what jhe con- 
siders the curse of militarism, and 
the less the heans of dirilling and dis- 
cipline, the better he is pleased. 

Yet, he tis quite ready to approve of 
a Japamese Exclusion Act which in- 
sults a prowd anid warlike mace im the 
most unmistakable fashion. 

These is nothing ndw about ‘this 
sont ‘of shortssighited camelessness in 
a people, but it is usually paid for 
very heavily dn the end. The day 
may and almiosit centainiky wil} come 
when the States will pay a tremendous 
price for their negilect of ma'tional war 
imsumance.

AND THE WORLD CRUISE OF THE 
BRITISH FLEET} 


Tf it iis really true 'thialt the Dominion 
Government hia's réfused to make any 
contribution towards enlterttaining the 
British fleet when fit anrives at Van- 
couver in July, ‘that refusal .is as 
shibby anid discreditable a ‘thing as 
could wail be dona by amy , govern- 
ment iin thils country. Hervywhere tthe 
fleet has gone on its great world 
omuiise ft hals been welldom'ed lanid en- 
tertained. it has been recognizedas 
the representative of the dorce which 
alone keeps intact tthe, communiitiies 
of the Bmpire amd defends the vast 
seiaborne trade of alll tthe ‘ection's of 
the Empire. No quibbiling cam conceal 
the fact thiat dt is ‘the British fleet 
which defends the British (Columbian 
coast and enables ‘Canada to prevent 
the incoming of great mumber's of 
Ontie nltats. That Canada mikes mo 
conltribultiion ‘to the cost of tthe British 
navy, and maintains only the merest 
shadow of a navy of ‘her own, has 
beeu oftem enough commented on 
with the reverse of pride , by self- 
respecting Caniddians. It is ‘pos- 
sibly consistent with thialt, policy for 
the Dominion Govermment ito refuse 
to incur even the cost of courtesy to 
the fleet on whilich dt afllows 'Camaida tto 
sponge for defence, but it merely adda 
émphasis to the umworthy character 
of the poliicy of the government whiich 
pursues fit. Consenvatives may have 
their faults anid shortcomings, but in 
matters ,of this Kind tit ds impossible 
not to recognize the more manly and 
self-respecting charakter of Conserva- 
tive policy. A meam anid churlish 
economy of this kind jis likely to be 
expensively damaging to ‘the credit of 
the government whiich indulges im it.

COLLECTING FARM STATISTICS 


In conjumction with the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, [the Pmovinicial 
Department of Agriculture 4s now en- 
gaged im fits annual enumeraliion of 
areas sown to crop and of farm Tive- 
stock throughout the Province. 

Card schedules woon which'the far- 
mers are asked to enumerate the 
area's sowm to various crops on their 
farms, and the mumber of Iilivesitock 
owned by them or isold anid silaughiter- 
ed during ‘the past season, have been 
distmibuted ‘by the Dominion Bureau 
in co-operation with the (Provincial 
Department. These schedules have 
been matiled to secretaries of school 
districts, for distribution to farmers 
through the medium of ‘the school 
teachers anid school idchilidren, anid 
through other mediums. 

The co-operaltion of ithe fatrmers of 
Uhe Province ds earnestly solicited in 
this work. This enumeration is simip- 
ly an agricultural sitock-taking, amid 
the &ltatistiics gathered thereby aire 
reliable only imsofar as the farmers 
give (thelr co-operation, and provide 
accurate retumms. Fammers need niot 
fear ‘that these returns: will be used 
for income tax punposes. The returns 
are recetived anid dealt with under 
secrecy, and the individual returns 
are not published, merely the result- 
ing lbotals. 

The schedules, when filled out by 
tthe farmers, should! be returmed ito 
the school teachers, or to the secre 
tary-treasurers of tthe school dis- 
tricts, who will, in turn, mail them 
back to the Dept. of Agriculture at 
Edmonton. These schedules later are 
sorted into crop districts and sent to 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistilds at 
Ottawa for final compilation. 

Farmers! are asked to filk in the 
schedules @s alccurately als possible, 
and return them: at tthe earliest ‘pos- 
sible moment. School teachers or 
secretaries who find the supply of 
schedules sent ‘them insufficient, may

The shipment of 144 head was made 
from Poulce Coupe by J. A. Dudley, 
who drove the cattle the sixiday trip 
into Spirit River from Pouce Coupe, 
the cattle all being in good shape. 
Another interesting shipment was 
made recently of a small Tot from the 
famm of J. J. Powers in the Clear 
Hills district north of Peace River. 
These cattle were fed in the open all 
winten, whilch is another eviidence of 
what can he dome in agriculture in 
this district, whitch is more than 400 
miles north-west of Hdmioniton.

Wheat In the Northland

Shipments of Grain on North Road

point, Bon Alccornd, holds the record 
of a total shipmemit of 398,000 bushelb. 
On the other Government-owned line, 
the Lacombe and Nonth-western, 
which runs month-west from Lacombe 
to Hoadley, the total shipments were 
nearly one million bushels of grain, 
the wheat shipments allone totailing 
675,000 bushels. The record point on 
this line was Bentley with a shipmeut 
of 279,000 bushels.

TITLES ABOLISHED 
IN GERMANY 


In the year 1919, at the congress of 
Paris, the authors and slignatories of 
the treaty which brought the war to 
a definite conclusion decided, that from 
themceforth the former Kaiser should 
be known as “William of Hohen- 
zoll ” On June 28, 1920, the Na- 
thonal Legislature of Prusisia enacted 
at Bérlin a new law abolishing ali 
class privileges of the Prussian nobi!- 
ity and such titles as “royal! highnes,” 
“serene highness,” etc., leaving to 
the Govermment the business of draft- 
ing and decreeing further regulations 
and directions in connection with the 
anv. These new regulations ‘shave 
just been issued by tthe Government 
ini the form of a decree, and expressly 
provide that the former title of “Ger 
man Kaiser” and“King of Prussia”and 
that of “Kaiser and King,” also those 
of “Kaiserin,” “Crown Prince’ and 
“Crown Princess” may no longer be 
used. The Government orders that 
the ex-Kaiser from henceforth ‘shall 
‘be known as “William Prince of Prus- 
sia” anid hils son's as “Princes of Prus- 
sia,” the title prince, as in his own 
case, being preceded by their Ohris- 
tian name, Thus the style of the zor 
mer Crown (Prince is henceforth to be 
restricted by lany to tha't of “Frederick 
William, Prince of Prussia.” It Te- 
mains to ‘be seen whether these new 
laws willl be obeyed by the monanrch- 
fal newspalpers whitch still con'tinue 
tto chronicle in print ‘the doings of 
“hig Majesty the Kafser”’ and of “his 
Imperial and Royal Highness ‘the 
Crown Prince,” or by the Prussian 
parish clergy who om Sunday after 
Sunday continue to pray for the Em- 
peror and for the entire royal family, 
just as fff no dethronement of the 
Hohenzollerns had ever ‘taken place.

WILL THE U.S..ABSORB CANADA? 


According to Professor Sicott Near- 
ing, the well-known American public- 
ist, this country is gradually being 
taken over by the United) States. Mr. 
Scott Nearing, whose views have ever 
been, what may ibe termed, “peculiar,” 
has made ‘the wonderful dilscovery 
that w dramatic struggle dis being 
carried om between British and United 
States financiers for the domination 
of Camada. He claims that ‘the 
American bankers have been: swecess- 
fal and that, although the political 
control remains with the British Gov- 
ernment, history shows that  econ- 


as there fg no likelihood of the econ- 
omic hold of the United States nves- 
tors upon Canada being loosened, it 
is only a matter of time when we 
‘shall pass body amd soul! into the grip 
of the United States. He bases his 
conclusions upon figures which show 
that while im 1914 British invest- 
ments im Canada exceeded £500,000,- 
000 and the United States invest- 
ment's were less than £130,000,000 in 
1920, the figures read—British £350,- 
000,000—United States £400,000,000, 
while unofficial figures for 1923 show a 
balance of 25% in favor of the United 
States. The Professor, however, loses 
sight of one thing, and that fs the ralp- 
id recovery of Great Britain as an in- 
vestor in Oanada. The years imme- 
diately following the war ‘were un- 
doubtedly America’s years, but ‘the 
fact that London ‘still holds pride of 
place as the financial hub of the 
world, shows that United States finan- 
ciers! are losing ground. ;

GOING BACK FOR MORE 
HEBRIDEANS 


Rev. Father MacDonnell Will Bring 
Out Another Party in August 


Ottawa, June 2—Rev. Father R. 
A. MacDonnell, managing director of 
the Scottish Immigrant Aid Society, 
sails on Friday from Montreal for the 
old Jand, and hopes to return on Aug- 
ust 2 with another party of between 
300 and 600 Scottish crofters for 
Western Canada. He states that 
within the past 12 months his society 
has settled in Aflberta ‘about 700 
Hepbrideans, most of whom have been 
satisfactorily located on farms of ‘their 
own or are working for other farmers, 
and they make good settlers and citi 
zens. 

Four of the directors of 'the society, 
states Father MacDonnell, have con- 
tributed $16,000 to erect cottages on 
three acre plots of farm land. Four- 
teen of these cottages are built and 
occupied, and, by arrangement ‘with 
the overseas settlement office, under 
the British Empire Settlement Act 
the society willl be able to erect 100 
additional cottages in Western Cana- 
da.
